A more recent 
letter is dated March 10: "Please 
excuse the delay in my recent 
mail but We have been touring 
the continent, about fourth- 
class, I'd say. We are not en- 
tirely settled as yet, so continue 
using the former address until 
notified definitely. 

"I'm in good health and 
sincerely trust all at home are 
the same. There must be a pile 
of mall waiting for me some- 
where, as your last at the last 
camp Was dated Dec. 5. Kind 
of miss my Aussie pals. Here 
we are all Canadian. The air 
Is definitely fresher and n de- 
cided tang. A most pleasant 
odor at any rote. 

"Passed a very quiet day on 
the 20th (Feb. 20 is Fred's 
birthday) and sincerely trust 
I never have to spend another 
under similar conditions. The 
weather has been pretty fair 
lately but quite a lot of thunder

Please remember mo to all at 
home and I feel certain that I'll 
sec you this year. Doesn't cost 
any more to be optimistic.

school, and Prospect St. from 
Pickering College to the pave- 
ment," said Mayor Dr. L. W. 
Dales. 

"Mr. Bowser has greatly im- 
proved both of those pieces of 
road," said Mr. Lundy.

"The homely proverb, 'What you 
are speaks so loud I cannot hoar 
what you say, 1 is as true of the 
church ns of individuals." Head- 
master Joseph McCulley of Picker- 
ing College said at St. Paul's 
Anglican churcfc on Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Mr, McCulley's subject was ' 4 Our 
Unhappy Divisions." Hc sold that 
the sense of community, "n sense 
of brethren dwelling together In a 
unity/* is broken In three major 
fields, international, economic nnd 
laclal. 

"There may be many answers, 
economic, political and social/' 
said Mr. McCulley. "Plans for re- 
building the post-war world are 
legion. But ultimately nothing can 
be done until men everywhere 
want, passionately, to re-create the 
sense of community, and the crea- 
tion of that desire Is the major 
responsibility of the Christian 
church in tho world today. The 

church must be the conscience of 
mankind. 

"As I see it, the essence of the 
Christian message Is in one Idea, 
call It what you will, community, 
fellowship. love. Jesus Christ de- 
fined It: 'God is love/ 'the Kingdom 
of God/ and 'the Kingdom of 
Heaven/ " 

Mr. McCulley said that the 
church must both preach and prac- 
tise this message. "Tho witness of 
the church is pitifully weak In the 
world because of our own unhappy 
divisions. It Is Impossible for us 
to preach unity, fellowship, com- 
munity, brotherhood until we prove 
by our own example that we 
honestly and sincerely believe In It 
ourselves! 

"1 know how great the difficulties 
are. I know that not In my time 
or your lime may it be possible to 
bring together tho two great 
branches of Roman and non- 
Roman Christendom. I do believe, 
however, that In tho solution of 
the tragic difficulties that the 
world faces todny even that gulf 
may be bridged and that those two 
branches, sundered at the time of 
the Reformation, may co-opcrato In 
Christian charity to help bind the 
wounds of tho world. 

"We have, howovcr, in tho non- 
Roman or so-called Protestant 
chuichcs a prior responsibility. 
For 20 years there has been a 
movement for unity. Thero is 1 a 
World Council of Churches. The 
last meeting of the I^imbeth Con- 
ference of tho bishops of our own 
church took steps toward reunion 
of the Protestant churches. 

"In the United States there Is 
at present under way a movement 
towards organic union of tho Pres- 
byterian and tho Protestant Kpls- 
copal churches-. In Canada our 
own general synod last September 
Issued nn invitation to tho other 
Christian communions of Canada 
to begin conversations looking 
towards; a reunited Christendom, 
and theso conversations have al- 
ready commenced with tho United 
Church. 

"Theso arc good sIriis but if 
wo are to help answer tho world's 
need, today nnd tomorrow, wo 
must work fnst. I bollovo that In 
a largo united Christian fellowship 
scopo can bo found for all the best 
of thoso things which as Anglicans 
we deeply tovo, but wo nmy be 
called upon * to saerlfico some 
things. Aro wo ready to do so? 

"Dr. Richardson of Union The* 
oloKlcal Seminary points out that 
•w« Anglicans consistently empha- 
sise church unity and fall to 
participate In practical ventures 
towaids It. Wo lake tho Initiative 
In originating such aohemes and 
then prove to bo tho main obstacles 
In their fulfilment/ 

"At this time of crJslK in tho 
world's history surely wo can dem- 
onstrate dramatically, ao us to 
catch tho public Imagination and 
confidence, that wo aro really and 
truly one body of bollover* In him 
who prayed that thev all may bo 

oiio. And if wo snorlflco, perhaps 
In losing ourselves 1 wo save our- 
telvas," 

In his opening discussion of the 
world's divisions Mr. JdcCulloy said 
Umt tho Ixmguo of NiUlous had 
clone good things. "Tho Inter- 
national l^dior Office still exists, 
but the I«eaguo failed to eradicate 
war hecausn of tho refusal of 
nations, Including our own, to 
accept responsibility In tho world 
older, our refusal lo tflvo up our 
selfish pursuit of our own comfort, 
our own trade, our refusal to Rive 
up one lota of tho thing we call 
our national sovereignty. 

"In our economic life untuKonls- 
tlc groups on both slden of the 
ii'iico bednvll thn relationships be- 
tween owner, management nnd 
labor. Orcut unions of workers 
endeavor to dictate tho policies of 
governments. Kuuully great or 
gi eater combinations of owners 
and uiiiitageis viola lo thn laws of 
their own countries lo seek profits'. 

"We have not yet learned that 
the welfare of each Is tho rospan- 
.dhlllty of all. There Is no sense 

of community. 

'•Tin* third area In which the 
rionsu of community U broken Is In 
our raco relation*. In the United 
Hiatal there ara about 1«,«00,000 
person* wuo.io sklu 1m of u durkcr 
hue. In many parts of the country 
they rnniiot e.vcu vote. Thoy aro 
assumed to be Inferior.

Ct fn the. past the Newmarket 
fire brigade has answered sev- 
eral calls In the townships of 
Whitchurch, King and East 
Gwillimbury, and practically no 

remuneration has been received 
either by the fire brigade or by 

the town of Newmarket," Mr. 
Uowser wrote. 

"As a result of our past exper- 
ience we suggest that either the 
fire brigade refuse to accept 
calls from outside the town of 
Newmarket, or In the niter- 
native that the following plan 
be adopted." 

The plan proposed annual re- 
taining fees of $100 to bo paid 
by the townships of King and 
Whitchurch (which already have 
agreements with the town of 
Aurora) and a fee of $200 to be 
paid by East Gwillimbury. 
These fees would go to the town 
toward the cost of equipment. 
In addition, each township 
would pay $40 per fire and $10 
per hour from tho time the 
equipment left the fire hall un- 
til it* return, this money to go 
to the brigade. 

"We are basing these figures 
on what King and Whitchurch 
arc paying Aurora," said Fire 
Chief Joseph Brommar. Mr. 
Brammar said that to onswer on 
out-of-town fire call tho brigade 
usually got the permission of the 
mayor. "Recently I turned down 
three calls, because I thought it 
wasn't right to take tho truck 
out of town and leave the town 
unprotected." 

"I am not enthusiastic about 
taking tho truck out of town," 
said Dr. Dales. 

Mr. Brammar snld that the 
firo brigade proposed to use tho 
A.!U\ pumper. He sold that the 
"auxiliary firo engine" would be 
mounted on a truck. 

"What proportion of fires can 
you do anything about when 
you do get Ihero?" asked Reeve 

F. A. Iiimdy, 

"That Is the argument for the 
llltlo pumper," said Mr. Bram- 
mar. "H uses less water and is 
moro efficient," 

"What about men?" asked I)r. 
Dales. "Would you leave men 
here?" 

"We never take more thnn 
two or three men out of town," 
snld Mr. Brammar. 

Councillor Bowser said that 
often the fire brigade had brok- 
en hose and equipment at out- 
of-town fires and hud received 
no remuneration. 

Councillor J. 1,. SpHIcltc osk- 
rd whether the proposals would 
bo acceptable to the townships. 
Mr. Bowser said that the firo 
brigade was bringing the ques- 
tion to the Newmarket council 
first.

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ARE WE ISOLATIONISTS? 

It is- difficult to see ourselves as others see us. 
Here is an advantage which a big corporation 
(despite its alleged soul-lessness) has over the 
private individual. The corporation may employ 
a public opinion firm to make a -survey" and 
bring back a detailed report on what the public 
thinks of the corporation and its products. It 
Is common for a large newspaper or magazine 
business to have one of these firms make a 
survey to find out what time people are spending 
in reading the publication, what articles and 
advertisements, what pages and what features 

interest them. 
It is unfortunate that individuals also cannot 

see themselves as others see them. Is it not true 
that many of us who have been in the habit of 
thinking disparagingly of ''isolationists" in other 
parts of this continent are isolationists ourselves? 
We may condemn others for wanting to isolate 
themselves and their country from the world, for 
not having a sense of world citizenship, and yet 
try to isolate ourselves from the rest of the 
people in our own communities. 

Perhaps we take as little responsibility as we 
can for the welfare of the community's children. 
We say that our municipality cannot afford school 
dentistry or good teacher salaries or playground 
facilities and supervision. Perhaps we have lost 
interest in swimming and we are therefore 
opposed to the municipality providing swimming- 
pool facilities for those who do swim— particu- 
larly for our young people. We talk about 
•'juvenile delinquency" but we do nothing to 
prevent it. We talk of a belter world but we do 
not provide vocational facilities to train our 
young people for their part in making such a 

world. 

Perhaps we arc farmers and we do not bother 
to attend our Federation of Agriculture meet- 
ings. We let others do the work, or we do not 
even become members. Perhaps we are business 
men and we do not join our business men's 
association. Perhaps we arc not in the habit of 
voting at dominion, federal or municipal 
elections. We arc not playing our part in the 
community. We are living to ourselves. Wc arc 
isolationists. 

Perhaps we isolate ourselves in our own racial 
or religious group. Members of one Christian 
group may believe absurd stories about the un- 
friendly aims of another Christian group. We re- 
gard others as inferior to ourselves because they 
have different beliefs. We negative our own 
Christianity when wo deny the brotherhood of 
man— when we arc isolationists. 

Ray Athcrton, U.S. ambassador to Canada, 
says: "If the evil ideas, the sins of Nazism live 
on, if they penetrate our own society, if we 
permit intolerance and bigotry and unthinking 
prejudice to color our lives, then the Nazi phil- 
osophy shall have triurnpned after all, though 
every last Nazi be pursued to his death." 

Most people, of course, aren't isolationists. And 
every community has examples of the other kind 
of people— perhaps wc could call them "inter- 
ventionists." The editor of the Hunlsvillc 
Forester, Harmon K. Rico, who has served many 
terms as mayor of his town, says of himself in 
a recent article (originally a radio broadcast): 
"I have been happier because of the opportunities 
I have had for public service. I say this 
because I want to impress upon those who are 
denying themselves that privilege that they are 
losing one of the precious experiences of life." 



CAN WE PREVENT WAR? 

Even the clergy of Stouffville arc in doubt 
about the wisdom of teaching religion in the 
schools, states the Stouffville Tribune, On 
another Drew government proposal the Tribune 
has no doubt: "Cadet training for the boys is good 
physical training, and since we are to have no 
more wars there should be no opposition to 
Instructing youth how to carry himself properly. 
We have Been so many slouchy lads straightened 
up through cadet effort." 

• The Tribune's Implication is that in the past 
patents have not wanted their children to have 
cadet training lest there should be a war and 
those with cadet training be called upon to 
become soldiers or feel that they were called on 
to become soldiers. No doubt there were parents 
who felt that way but it fs questionable if boys 
with cadet training get into the army, in the 
event of war, any faster than boys without such 
training, 

A better reason for the widespread disapproval 
of cadet training which existed prior to this war 
was the belief that to prepare for war was a 
sure way to get war, that even a little thing liko 
cadet training was n contribution toward war* 
Unpopular as this viewpoint Is at the moment, it 
is not without merit. Tito Maginot lino did not 
save France from war. It probably helped 
Hitler convince the German people that other 
nations were trying to encircle Germany. 

Hie other viewpoint was expressed by Premier 
George Drew last week in staling that the 
Ontario government Intended to extend cadet 
training as much ns possible with the Idea of 
instilling discipline In youth: "In future it will 
be necessary for nations who love freedom to 
prepare to protect It Never again should wa bo 
caught completely unprepared." 

There Is the suggestion here that It is possible 
for nations to avoid war by being strong. Or 
the thought may just be that war is Inevitable 
and therefore wo should bo well armed so that 
our chances of winning will bo good. Tim "forty, 
nlncr" or the "nlnelyelghter" did not believe 
lhat ho could avoid trouble by carrying a nun 
but that carrying a gun would give him a fair 
break when troublo emno. 

Thoro wns o codo in (ho gold*mlnlng camps 
that prevented others from taking etdci when 

' ■-•",;' 
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two men got into a fight, but in the world of 
nations it is no guarantee of peace or of victory 
in case of attack to be stronger than any one 
other nation. The opponent may be two or three 
other nations or one nation that has swallowed 
two or three others. 

Nor can there be any permanent security or 
guarantee against war even in the maintenance 
of a powerful alliance among the strongest of 
the United Nations. The time could come when 
some laboratory would produce a "secret 
weapon" which would make a comparatively 
weak nation the strongest nation. Suppression 
can be the mother of invention. Suppressed 
after the last war, Germany entered this war 

with a new mechanized warfare technique which 
amounted to a "secret weapon." Those who 
plan war have an advantage over those who plan 

defence. ,. 

We must look beyond either armament or dis- 
armament in seeking an end of war. TJiere 
must be no nations that plan war. In his address 
before the British houses of parliament last week 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King suggested the 
answer He said that our policies must be 
inclusive, not exclusive. He said: "There is no 
national security to be found in the isolation of 
any nation or group of nations. The future 
security of peace-loving nations will depend 
upon the extent and effectiveness of inter- 
national co-operation." "But it is not merely the 
security of nations that is indivisible. Their 
prosperity also is indivisible. Few would wish 
to return to the years before the war, when 
almost every nation sought economic security in 
economic isolation from its neighbors. What 
happened was that the economic security of all 

nations was destroyed." 

Mr. King went on to say that "both the 
security and the welfare of the nations of the 
British Commonwealth, and in large measure, 
the security and welfare of all nations will 
depend on the capacity of the nations of the 
Commonwealth to give leadership in the pursuit 
of policies which, in character, are not exclusive, 
but inclusive." Mr. King would no doubt look 
forward to freedom of trade among the Common- 
wealth nations and all other nations which 
desired to come into the free trade area. 

Mr. King was speaking with vision but he 
marred his address and contradicted himself 
when he went on to say: "The war has been 
none of our making." Wc had a part in the 
making of this war when we shut out the goods 
of other nations with tariffs, when we restricted 
immigration, when we failed the League of 
Nations when Japan went into Manchuria and 
again fwith Mr. King at the helm) when Italy 
went into Ethiopia. 

Before we can make our full contribution to 
the peace wc must recognize our own "war 
guilt." Before there can be lasting peace all 
nations must sec how they have contributed to 
war and how they can contribute to peace. Mr. 
King said: "It is not the great powers only that 
are needed to defend, to preserve and to extend 
freedom."

WHAT OTHERS THINK 

MR. KING PRESSES 
POST-WAR PLANS 

(Richmond Hill Liberal) 

Mr. King, before his departure for the London 
conference, emphasized to parliament that the 
government intends to pass this session its 
comprehensive program of legislation designed to 
meet post-war problems and assure a high 
standard of living in the dominion after the war. 
Measures to be brought before parliament include 
a national housing bill, a family allowance bill, 
a bill to provide a floor under farm prices and 
a health insurance bill, if reasonable agreement 
can he reached between the provinces. 

The housing program will include aid for 
building and improving farm homes and 
dwellings in villages and towns, as well as in the 
large centres of population. 

The family allowance program, federally 
financed, will provide monthly payments to 
parents according to the number of dependent 
children of school age in the family. It will be 
of special assistance to those in the lower 
income groups. Hie measure to .place a floor 
under farm prices is designed to keep agricultural 
prices from falling to unprofitable levels and to 
assure farm families a proper standard of living. 
Health insurance will guarantee medical and 
hospital services for a small annual contribution 
from those in lower income groups, and without 
charge to those who cannot pay the minimum 
cost. 

Consideration and enactment of this, the 
biggest legislative program ever presented to a 
Canadian parliament, menus a long session, 
probably extending into the fall.

The 
same day Mr. Wright's horse, "Sun 
Again," won the Dixie handicap to 
capture a purse of $25,700. Not 
n bad day's take.

Blueberry Bushes Can 
Be Planted In Garden

Wo have always looked upon 
blueberries as a utrlctly wild fruit, 
but lately there has Appeared on 
the market a berry that, although 
probably not n 100 percent true 
blueberry, still possesses many of 
(bis berry's characteristics. 

The shrubs have also an orna- 
mental value ami grow up to six 
feet tall. Wild blueberries used to 
grow In low, marshy places, but 
this cultivated cross-breed variety 
will grow almost anywhere. It 
has very large fruit, said to be 
sweeter than wild berries. 

The plants do not wear out but 
keep on producing from six to ten 
quarts annually. The leaves are 
thick and shiny and grow into 
nicely-shaped ornamentals. There 
are several varieties on the market, 
bearing from early to late season. 

When yon acquire blueberry 
plants gi^t them as old as possible. 
They usually bear when three to
